Pepys claims to have 
seen the blood of a sheep trans­ 
fused into an excited maniacal 
patient—the sheep being a placid 
ar..mal, its blood would calm hire 
—you get the idea. Mr. Pepys 
reputation for veracity is not 
such that we have to believe this, 
nor indeed any of the early ac­ 
counts of transfusion. 


Technical Difficulties 


The difficulty was not with the 
basic idea, hut with technical 
difficulties. Those difficulties are 
simply that the blood coagulates 
and that it dissolves on occasions. 
Tb s involves not the serum or 
plasma, but the rec. ceils which 
float in it. They clump or agglu­ 
tinate (nearly the same as coag­ 
ulate) and they dissolve (hemo- 
lytus). It was known, of course, 
that the blood coagulates when 
exposed to air, but what the trans- 
fu-tonists found out is that it 
coagulated inside the blood ves­ 
sel?, if other blood is injected, un­ 
less that other blood ii just the 
right kind. We know, for instance, 
begin to think that by comparison they 
were not bombed at all.

Medicine once feared the dissolv­ 
ing, or hemolytic factor, but that 
has been found to ba negligible aa 
a danger, although pet naps ac­ 
counting for some mild transfu­ 
sion reactions. 
Tl^ latest discovery in the 
blood transfusion field dates only 
from 1940 with the discovery by 
l.andstnner and Wiener of the 
Rh factor. Its action depends on 
the fact that if in the course of 
time, repeated transfusions are 
made from one anima! to another, 
the recipient always being the 
same individual, the latter will 
produce protective bodies against 
the red blood, clumping or laking 
it. At first it may work fine, but 
Inter on trouble occurs due to the 
development of the Rh factor. 
Then it wa* found that some per­ 
sons with illnes&e* have the Rh 
factor anyhow. This is especially 
likely to occur with pregnant 
women. The discovery accounted 
for many previously unexplained 
transfusion .reactions. The factor 
can now be detected and these re­ 
actions guarded against 
The Rh factor by the way ie so 
called after the Rhesus monkey 
who share* with his distant rela­ 
tives, man, this physiologic phe­ 
nomenon.
